These pn^tectionists are claniorin;.'- -in- 
deed it is the clamor all the time — about 
protecting American labor, and keeping it 
far removed from the c«nipetition of the 
paiipi'i labor of Kurope. The commission- 
ers have turnibheij tables, which I beg 
Senators to look at carefully, at the head 
of each of the KchedulH.s, and a consolida- 
te<i table on pay;es 100 aii<l lO'i. On pau'es 
100 and 102 there is an abstract of the 
annual operations of the mechanlctd and 
niannfactiirinu industries of tlie Viiite(l 
States according to the census of 1880, the 
details being set forth on the subsequent 
pa yea. 

These tables show that the total (capital 
employed was $2,790,22r5.r)()t; ; the average 
number of hands employed, 4,;{7»),15() ; of 
these, 2,020.270 were men, '>;)1.7o:5 women, 
and 1,810,118 youths and children. The 
total wages paid amounted to $017,919,747. 
Themateiirtlfl used werevalueci at $3,394,- 
340,029, and the products at $5,t)%,G<>7,0(i0. 
A calculation will sliow that the wages 
paid amounted to only about 17.6 per cent, 
of the value of the j)roducts, and that the 
value of tho materials used and w ages paid 
$1,027,408,000, or 36.8 per cent, upon the 
cni>ital invested, after })ayinir all wajres 
and for all materials; while the average 
wages amounted to less than $230 to each 
operative annually, or, Ihrowin;? out the 
1,819,118 youths and children, tlie averajje 
wages of tlie 2,657,0o2 men and women 
would amount to only about $:)70 a year, 
or a small fraction over $1 a day. When 
we consider the high wages paiil to clerks, 
foremen and skilled workmen, the average 
wages of the common laborer will be 
preatly reduced, and when it is considered 
that tho American laborer pays from 75 to 
100 per cent, for every article that h«s 
wool in it, from the blanket under which 
he sleeps to the yarn with which his wife 
ilnrns his stockings, 60 per cent, for his 
sufrar, and at least 50 p(>r cent, for every- 
thing cKse except food, more than any la- 
borer in Europe pays for the same thing. 
It will be readily seen how little of the 
protection wliich is clamored for in the 
mterest of American labor really goes to 

the workingmaii and his family.

How Cnstfr Fell. 

MIU'K (Ml y JournHl. 
We have received a communication from 
Huntley from an old trapper, f(n\de and 
scout, who for manv years has lived among 
the Indians of the Northwest. He claims 
that Custer died fighting— that he did not 
commit suicide— and that the Indians did 
not know him after he fell. As there are 
some new |)oints in the letter whicli liave 
never before been published, and we 
believe the writer to ne sincere in what 
lie writes, we publish herewith a synopsis 
of the article. He says: "1 have been 
requested to write the Journal what I 
know of Cien. Custer's death, and my 
knowledge of William Cody. In 1876 I 
was witii (ten. Crot)k, on Goose creek, 
when the Custer fight occurred. Cody 
was with Gen. Merritt, on Platte river 
somewhere; Codv nbver saw the Custer 
battle-ground. lie can not speak the 
Indian language.nor talk the sign language; 
that I am sure of. ile joined us with 
Merritt's command on Goose creek, and 
we met Gen. Terry on the Rosebud and 
inarched in company to the inoiifh of the 
Powder river. Tliere Cody left the com- 
mand and went to the states. He has 
l>een there ever since, I believe. As a 
scout and prairie man he is seventy-five 
degrees below nothing. I have talked to 
the Sioux about the death of Custer, and 
they know nothing about him, only that 
he was killed. There was no 'massacre' 
about the tight, Custer attacked the camp 
and got cleaned up through the cowardice 
of Reno. (len. Custer wai a favorite with 
all prairie men ; too good a man to be 
killed in the manner in which he was. 
For my part, I believe Custer was killed 
in battle, fighting like a 'little deviL' and 
fell long before the battle ended. <Gurly,' 
the only survivor, a Crow Indian, knows 
nothing about Custer's death. I do not 
believe there is a man living, red or wbitei 
wbe kaowi bow Omtor dwSL"
